NO MEDIATORY ROLE 


Lusitania Case and Asser- 
tion of Rights Will Be Fea- 
tures of Reply to Germany. 
Count Bernstorff Suggests 
Mediation. 


Washington, July 16.—Several drafts 
of a note setting forth the course the 


United States intends to follow as a re- 


| sult of the German reply to the Amer- 
j ican 


protest against German subma- 
rine methods have been prepared and 
will be discussed by the president with 
Secretary Lansing Monday and sub- 
mitted to the cabinet the next day. 

Although officials generally are ret- 
icent, the purpose of the United 
states to continue to assert its rights 
on the high seas probably will be an- 
nounced in a defintte form in the next 
note. In authoritative quarters it was 
declared today that the new note like- 
ly would not enter into an extended 
discussion of the principles already 
stated and reiterated. 

No Mediation Likely. 

It became known in official quar- 
ters, too, that there was little likell- 
hood that the United States would sub- 
ordinate the Lusitania case or as- 
sertion of its rights to intimations that 
Germany is willing to have the United 
States mediate between Great Britain 
and Germany in an effort to restore 
recognition of the principle of free- 
dom of the seas. 

Count von Bernstroff, 
ambassador, in an informal interview 
with Secretary Lansing today, stress- 
ed this point, but high officials indi- 
cated that another effort to mediate 
on the subject of submarine warfare 
and contraband ‘would not be made 
unless specific request were made by 
one or the other of the belligerents. 

Inasmuch as Count von Bernstroff 
had no tInstructions from his govern- 
ment, his visit today, some officials 
said, was unlikely to change the pur- 
pose of the United States to take into 
consideration solely what was said by 
Germany in its last note. The ambas- 
sador exchanged views with Secretary 
Lansing on all phases of the question 
and sent a long report to Berlin. The 
interview, it wag believed, might have 
tangible results in later negotiations, 
as Secretary Lansing explained to some 
extent the American viewpoint. The 
secretary, however, did. not commit 
himself in the absence of the presi- 
dent to the course that the United 
States would follow. 


Bernatorff Optimistic. 

The ambassador expressed confidence 
late today that the situation was not 
critical. He believes that there will 
be no repetition of attacks without 
warning on passenger vessels of bel- 
ligerent nationality, and bases his 
optimism on the fact that German sub- 
marines recently have exercised great 
precautions. 

Asked if oral assurances that Ameri- 
cans would be safe on unresisting and 
unarmed ships would be acceptable, 
Secretary Lansing told inquirers that 
if such assurances were given by di- 
rection of the German government, 
they would be as satisfactory as those 
of a formal character. As yet he has 
had nothing from Berlin on this phase 
| of the situation since the last note ar- 
rived. 

WARNING GIVEN 
GREAT BRITAIN. 

Washineton, July 16.—The United 
States hold that the rights of Amert- 
cans who have cases before British 
prize courts rest on international law 
and not on British orders tn council or 
municipal law, in a brief statement 
cabled to Ambassador Page and pre- 
sented by him today by the London 
foreign office. : 

Secretary Lansing explained tonight 
that this communication was not to be 
confused with the general note now in 
preparation relative to contraband and 
interference with American commerce. 
He said it was tn the nature of a 
legal caveat, generally conserving the 
rights of American citizens whose cases 
are about to be tried by British prize 
courts 

As the prize courts have not ruled 
on any American cases and are belicy- 
ed to be about to do so, the statement 
from the United States signifies in 
effect that if there is a dential of justice, 
diplomatic protests will be entered, 
based on the general principles of in- 
ternational law existing before the out- 
break of the war. 

The United States has given Great 
Britain as well as Germany general no- 
tice to this effect, and the statement 
now sent draws particular attention 
to prize court cases pending. It will 
be made public here tomorrow. 
CASE OF PACKERS 
IN PRIZE COURT. 

London, July 16.—Today’s hearing of 
the meat packers’ case in the British 
prize court was occupied by the attor- 
ney general, Edward Carson, in 
presenting the crown’'s argument for 
the condemnation of the Norwegian 
steamers Alfred Nobel, Kim and Bjor- 
netjerne Bijornsen and the Swedish 
steamer Fridland. 

The attorney general produced a 
letter that had passed between 
Messrs. Aschers, of Hamburg, and the 
American packers, and asserted it 
contained frank statements of efforts 
being made to deceive, and showed 
that re-exportation of goods from 
Denmark was desired. 

A letter from the Aschers to one of 
the claimant firms, said the attorney 
general, read: 

“We shall have to take a chance, 
and we hope the little lot will slip 
through.” 

The attorney general agreed with 
the suggestion of the judge that the

FRENCH REPULSED, 
GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, July 16.—(Via London.)—The 
Germans have crossed the Windau 
river north of Koltinyani, in Courland, 
according to today’s’ official state- 
ment. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“Western theater: 

“During one of the enemy’s attacks 
in the neighborhood of Souchez we 
lost a trench south of the cemetery 
on July 15. 

“Repeated French attempts to take 
the positions we had captured in the 
Argonne failed. The positions are 
firmly in our hands. 

“French attacks yesterday and the 
day before west of the Argonne forest 
failed, in the face of the north Ger- 
man landwohr, who inflicted large and 
sanguinary losses in bitter hand-to- 
hand fighting. We captured 462 
oners. 

“Since June 20 our troops have 
fought continually in the Argonne and 
to the west of that forest with the 
exception of short 
addition to the gain in territory and 
booty in materials a total of 116 offi- 
cers and 7,009 French prisoners has 
been reaohed up to the present. 

“On our front, which joins the Ar- 
&onne to the east, lively artillery bat- 
tles are in progress.

GERMAN ATTACK. 


Paris, July 16.—A French war office 
statement tonight said: 

“In Artois spirited 
have taken eee. The enemy bom- 
barded the vi lage of Bully.

“A squadron of ten aeroplanes this 
morning dropped forty-six shells of 75 
MM caliber, and six large bombs on 
the military station at Chauny, where 
there are important depcts of war ma- 
terial.

FIGHTING RAGES 
ON THE DNIESTER. 


Vienna, July 16.—(Via London.)—An |

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NOT ONLY A COTTON FIGHT. 


The widespread desire and effort to have 


dealers or agents. 


‘the United States government take prompt 


hold of the situation adverse to our ship- 
ping and business interests, which England 
has created by her unwarranted blockade of 
neutral European ports, is not, as some may 
have imagined, solely and exclusively a fight 
in behalf of*southern cotton. 

It is a contest for our rights on the high 
seas, involving American producers and 
It is true that 
cotton, on account of the peculiar situation 
created, perhaps figures more largely than 
any other single product; but there are 
many of them concerned, and when we re- 
duce it to the basis of the individual every- 
body who makes anything for which there 
is a world demand is vitally interested in 
the outcome. 

The Cincinnati Enquirer, published in 
the central west, and well abave the cotton 
belt, thus admirably summarizes the unwar- 
ranted and untenable position taken by 
England and her allies: 


It is no violation of neutrality to 
sell, ship and deliver to us, say Great 
Britain, France, Russia and Italy—we 
are belligerents—but you will not be 
permitted to -sell, ship or deliver to 
neutrals like Sweden, Norway, Den- 
mark or Holland. 

You may deliver. us dynamite, but 
you must not deliver Holland cotton. 

You may: deliver us powder and 
loaded shells, but vou must not sell 
Norway copper. 

You may deliver us cannon and 
machine guns and rifles, but you must 
not deliver wheat or corn or meat to 
Denmark. 

You may deliver us nitroglycerin, 
cordite, lyddite and all other high ex- 
plosives and it will not violate neu- 
trality, but if you dare attempt to ship 
bread or rice or rye or flour to peace- 
ful, neutral, independent Sweden we 
will seize your vessels and their car- 
goes and dispose of them in our own 
ports. 


This is no overstatement of the case. It 
is actually the attitude which England has 
taken, so much so that should we place an 
embargo on the exportation of munitions of 
war to the allies.England would be the first 
to raise the cry of unfriendliness and neu- 
trality violation. 

This was the attitude assumed by Eng- 


and six months ago, and ever since that 


time she has continued to seize our vessels 
and cargoes bound for neutral ports, and to 
sell them to her own purchasers on a mar- 
ket which she has depressed by her own 
action. 

And yet there are some papers in this 
country which tell us we must not attempt 
to protect our commerce because England is 
our friend and we cannot, on that account, 
afford to interfere with her war policy. It 
is a sort of friendship with which we need 
to have a reckoning. 

‘While this problem is both a serious and 
a delicate one, there is every reason to be- 
lieve it can be dealt with in brief diplo- 


matic discussion in such a way that Eng- 


land will readily make the desired conces- 
sions. England is no more desirous of 
creating an unfriendly feeling on the part 
of this country, which her present policy is 
rapidly doing, than we are to have our 
legitimate commerce interrupted by her 
“orders in council.” - 

All industrial America is deeply inter- 
ested in the settlement of this question and 
the reopening of neutral European ports. 


.Owing to circumstances, including the near 


approach to harvest of the crop, the situa- 


‘tion as to cotton is, naturally, more impera- 


tive than that concerning other products. 
But taking thé problem as a whole, it is 


a nation-wide demand, and if we are to save 


ourselves we must act promptly, vigorously 
and with no uncertainty as to the establish- 
ment of our unquestioned rights. 


‘OUR DRUGS AND DYESTUFFS. 


An illuminating article on “The Utiliza- 
tion of Our Own Resources in Producing 
Dyestuffs and Drugs,’ which was contrib- 
uted to The Constitution by Dr. Joseph

In it 
Dr. Jacobs stresses the lessons of self- 


/ dependence that were learned and practiced 


by the southern people during four years 
of civil war, and shows how they utilized 
the drug resources of our own country in 
the absence of foreigm supplies, and he 
makes the point that these lessons apply 
with the same force now, on account of 
the restrictions placed by the European 
war. 

Something has been accomplished along 
the line of self-dependence, as to our own 
resources for drugs and dyestuffs, and prob- 
ably the war-lesson will have good results 
in future. |

has experimented successfully with a com- 
pressed compound of alfalfa. 

To a Chicago correspondent of The New 
York World: the eminent doctor explains 
that he doesn’t mean “regular new-mown 
hay, but a tincture of it—a brand-new dis- 
covery which has only one drawback: Jt 
makes a person so hungry it is necessary 
to eat five or six times a day!” 

The doctor says: that this feature will 
have to be eliminated before the best re 
sults can be obtained. 


“We experimented on 17 students at 
Hahnemann Medical college,’ said Dr. 
Blackford, “and in each instance the 
subject became so hungry he was forced 
to visit a restaurant between meals.” 


He affirms that the hay diet is the foe of 
indigestion; but it is also the friend of 
the restaurant keepers, with the abnormal 
appetite it creates. 

With the experiment under way it is 
hoped that it will become more “filling” 
and therefore satisfactory, so that when 
ohne orders a compressed bale for breakfast 


+he will not have to supplement his simple, 


healthful meal with buckwheat and batter 
cakes. 


GIVING UP THEIR GOLD. 


All are patriots in France—high and low, 
the poorest with the wealthiest. It only 
needs the country’s call to bring them to 
its rescue; there is no question, no quib- 
bling over cause and effect, no poverty plea 
—no withholding a tenth if the country de- 
mands all. It is perfect self-denial—willing 
sacrifice. 

Here is the situation there, resulting 
from the government’s call for hoarded gold. 
The Philadelphia Ledger says: 


Pierre is digging: down into. his 
hoard, buried under the hearthstone or 
tucked away in a bureau drawer, for 
the gold coin that he had put away and 
which his government now asks him to 
give up in exchange for paper. He loves 
gold and silver much more than he 
loves paper, but he also loves “his 
country, and he its tramping into the 
branches of the Bank of France with 
his bag of specie in his hand and is 
taking the paper home. The Bank of 
France in Paris has had to designate 
six additional tellers to receive gold 
and give notes. In one day the sums 
exchanged ranged all the way from $2 
to $17,000, and there are long lines of 
people waiting to get into the bank. 
It is a run-in reverse—a run to get 
specie into the bank. The notes do not 
feel nearly so good in the French- 
man’s pocket, but they bear the state- 
ment that the exchange was made “for 
national defense.” 


There is the story: 

The poor peasant, with his mite of 
money—he surrenders all. And it seems 
no sacrifice; for France is fighting for her 
very existence as a nation; it is life or 
death for the republic. | 

England is coming to see it that way as 
to her own case, and there is less bickering 
and holding aloof than formerly; but from 
the first in France her millions moved as 
one. It needs no “Marseillaise” to make the 
last life-drop leap to a flame of defense.

Think of what it means to this 
country as a source of supply to a 
world debarred by war from its nor- 
mal production that half a_ million 
more acrés are bristling with corn 
stalks than ever before and that the 
~eTop is expected to total 2,814,000,000 
bushels. Think what it means to have 
the wheat fields six million acres 
larger in extent than last year with a 
prospective yield of a billion bushels. 
And every other crop seems to be keep- 
ing pace with the leaders.

Editor Constitution: Permit me to ex- 
press my appreciation of your able editorial 
entitled “An Unjust Measure.” 

To prohibit white people from teaching 
in schools for negroes would not only be 
unjust, but would be subversive of the deep- 
est interests of both races. While the sat- 
isfactory solution of the race problem has 
not yet been proposed, every thinking man 
can recognize certain principles that lead 
to the light. Two of these I dosire to em- 
phasize. 

The social separation of the races is for 
the best interest of all-parties. This is one 
of the fixed quantities in the thinking of all 
sane and high-minded southern white men. 
So far as legislation can avail, this principle 
is safeguarded. 

There is, however, a second principle not 
less important if the two races are to live 
side by side in peace and mutual helpfulness. 
This principle may be termed the sympathet- 
ic co-operation of the two races. 

With all of the evils incident to slavery, 
the oneness of master and servant was the 
basis in countless cases of the development 
of the very best in the negro character. “Un- 
cle Mark,” one of my grandfather’s family 
servants, lives in my memory as a shining 
example of nobility in negro character. He 
was trained and taught the members of 
the family. He considered himself a part of 
the family and when New Orleans fell he 
remained with my grandfather, true to 
every trust. The greatest evil that ever came 
to the south was the chasm between the 
races, created in the reconstruction days. 

I contend that the state of Georgia should 
encourage her citizens in the important task 
of training the negroes. We should not leave 
this creative work to men and women of dis- 
tant sections, but should do it ourselves in 
a spirit that will safe-guard the future by 
building deep into our civilization the con- 
sciousness of the true relationship of the 
races; socially separate, but in sympathetic 
co-operation for the good of the common- 
wealth. 

The Southern Presbvterian church  con- 
ducts a school for the training of young ne- 
groes who desire to enter the ministry. This 
school is located in Alabama. Its superinten- 
dentisone of the best loved ministers in the 
church. He is the son of a slave-holder, a 
man behind whom there is the wealth and 
the culture of the old south. With a faculty 
of white men, he is training the young ne- 
groes in the things of Christian character, 
and preparing them to intelligently lead their 
people. Is not this the very thing that should 
be done? Would it be wise in the leg- 
islature of Alabama.to prohibit this work? 

The Central Presbyterian church of At- 
lanta maintains a misston Sunday school for 
colored children. The attendance is from 
150 to 20). The school is taught by a group 
of our most consecrated and gifted workers. 
It has been in operation for years. On a cer- 
tain dark Sunday years ago when in Atlanta 
the relationship between the races was 
strained to the breaking point, this school'as 
usual opened its doors, with and 
pupils in place. In that hour it demonstrat- 
ed the value of sympathetic Christian leader- 
ship of the negroes by the white people. 

Surely the legislature of Georgia will not 
make it unlawful for the 
minister to the weaker race in the 
needs of life itself. Such an action would be 
nothing less than a crime.

Editor Constitution: Allow me to express 
strong approval of your editorial headed “An 
Unjust Law,” which appeared in your issue 
of July 16. 

The proposal to make it a misdemeanor in 
Georgia for a white person to teach negro 
pupils is so manifestly unwise and unjust 
that one can scarcely believe that it ts seri- 
ously brought forward. Thoughtful men 
surely will not support such a measure when 
they have given it due consideration. 

It is seldom wise to create crimes by law; 
as far as possible that which ts called malum 
prohjbitum should be identical with what is 
called malum in se. It is something worse 
than unwise.to make by law a virtuous act 
a crime, and that is what is proposed by this 
bill. It ts an unselfish and virtuous thine 
when a white person undertakes to enlighten 
members of the dependent race in the south. 

The southern people claim, and they have 
claimed justly, that they are the best friends 
of the southern negro; but this claim can not 
be sustained, if this bill should become a 
law. It must inevitably breed irritation and 
distrust between the races. It will discredit 
our professions of friendship for the negro, 
and damage our section both at home and 
abroad. : 

And there is no valid excuse for enacting 
such an unwise and unjust law. No tenden- 
cy towards miscegenation is demanding such 
a statute. The southern white people need 
no such curb to prevent miscegenation or so- 
cial equality. The implication of such a 
measure reflects upon us, and is inconsistent 
with our self-respect. 

I am unable to a valid reason 
for such an enactment, and I sincerely trust 
it will be rejected. It ought 
and I belleve it will be.

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Miss C. Mildred Thompson’s 
“Reconstruction in Georgia” 
A Georgia Woman’s Work 


BY PROFESSOR R. P. BROOKS, 

Chair of History, University of Georgia. 

(For The Constitution.) 

Columbia university has recently 
as Volume XLIV, No. 1, of the 
Economics and Public Law Series,” a notable 
study of reconstruction in Georgia by Miss C 
Mildred Thompson, Ph. D., formerly of Atlan- 
ta, now instructor in history in Vassar col- 
lege. This study was begun at Columbia 
university in the historical seminary of Pro- 
fessor W. A. Dunning, the great authority 
on the reconstruction period and a teacher 
under whose guidance and inspiration so 
many monographs on reconstruction have 
appeared in the past decade. 

Miss Thompson's study, an ample volume 
of 400 pages, leaves untouched no phase of 
the history of the period, whether political, 
social or industrial. The introductory chap- 
ter reviews briefly the condition of the state 
during the war, treating such topics as the 
rise of the manufacture of war materials, the 
destruction incidental to Sherman’s march, 
the financial depression due, in part, to the 
disappearance of coin and the issuance of 
paper money, the system of taxation (nota- 
bly the experiment of a tax on incomes), the 
development of opposition to the Davis ha- 
ministration, ‘1 by Governor Brown, Robert 
Toombs and the Stephens brothers. The sec- 
ond chapter is given to a discussion of the 
problems of the transition from slavery to 
freedom, The negro was ignorant, shiftless 
and helpless. To meet this situation congress 
created an institution Known as the Freed- 
men's Bureau, charged with the control of 
all matters connected with the freedmen. The 
activities of the bureau are fully and ade- 
quately canvassed. It. has always been a 
matter of dispute whether good or evil pre- 
dominated in the work of. this institution. 
On this point, Miss Thompson says: 

“The trouble with the Freedmen's Bureau, 
like any other piece of machinery, was that 
its usefulness depended largely on the hands 
that Operated it. Many of the suberdinate 
agents were incompetent, unfit for what was 
a most difficult and delicate work. The 
tem of.payment of agents by fees, which 
continued in force until 1867, encourdged the 
worst class of agents to use their oftice for 
what they could get out of it.” 

Nevertheless, the author holds that: 

“In conditions as they were, even with the 
large bulk of evil influence justly charged 
against some of its agents, the Freedmen's 
Bureau was, on the whole, an important 
constructive force towards economic adjust- 
ment in the immediate transition from slavery 
to freedom.” 

Part I of the book, carrying the narrative 
through 1866, contains, in addition to the 
two chapters mentioned, four others on the 
reorganization of the state government un- 
der President Johnson's plan, the beginnings 
of agricultural and social readjustment and 
the commercial revival. In the political 
organization the interesting fact is establish- 
ed that the men who effected the first recon- 
struction of Georgia were, on the whole, 
those who had opposed secession. In the 
constitutional convention of 1865 twenty-two 
delegates had been members of the secession 
convention and all but one of them had voted 
against secession. Fourteen others had been 
defeated candidates on the anti-secession plat- 
form. It was a far less brilliant body of 
men than the secession convention, only two 
prominent Georgians being present —H, V. 
Johnson and C. J. Jenkins—both of whom had 
opposed secession. The convention readily 
aceéded to two of the three requirements 
imposed by the president as conditions for 
readmission the repeal of the ordinance of 
and the abolition of slavery en- 
countering no opposition. But there was a 
determined effort made to prevent the re- 
pudiation of the state debt incurred in sup- 
port of the ‘confederacy. Repudiation was 
finally accomplishd, however, by a vote of 135 
to 117. 

Industrially, this early period of recon- 
struction was characterized by a quick re- 
vival of commercial life in the larger towns, 
especially in Atlanta, which enjoyed a mar- 
velous growth. The cotton industry was 
booming, prices were high, manufacturing 
was getting on its feet. Socially, the older 
leaders were tending to give way to rjsing 
men of the middle class. An interesting con- 
tribution is made to our educational history 
(p. 122) in the statement that the Johnson 
legislature of 1866 enacted a measure establish- 
ing a free public school system, though post- 
poning the opening of schools until 1568. 
It has usually been said that our free school 
svstem is a product of carpetbag legislation 
in 1868, and it is pleasing to know that the 
of 1566 really led the way. 
Negro education was provided by the Freed- 
men’s Bureau, the New England Freedmen’'s 
Aid society, and other similar organizations. 
In 1865 the bureau reported sixty-six schools 
other organizations sixty- 
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fgrown's strong i the Bullock 
party mustered 41} ee it pt in support 
of Brown for thi ‘nited States senate. In 
the next turn of ‘events, when republican 
rifie was overthrown, among those in the 
vanguard for restoration, escorting the dem- 
ocratic governor in triumph to the chair of 
office in 1872, was ex-Governor Brown.” 
This monograph ranks with the best of 
the numerous studies on reconstruction in 
the seceding states. Miss Thompson has un- 
earthed a surprising amount of Valuable his- 
torical material, has shown rare ability in 
handling it; and she writes in a thoroughly 
interesting manner. Her attitude throughe- 
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perior to it has been done in this state.

The 
amendment was then reconsidered, and 
Mr. Edwards declared that it was his 
impression that, while the bedding was 
dirty, perhaps it coura not have been 
helped on account of lack of funds. 

Dr. Carter declared that “the pillow, 
slips on those beds were so dirty that 
they were not fit for one of those boys 
to lay his head on. We've got to tell 
the truth in this report,” he said. 

It was repeatedly argued that inas- 
much as there are: 89 boys in this re- 
form@tory and more than half of them 
are able to work, there is no reason 
why the bedding should not have been 
washed without its costing the state a 
‘single cent more. 

“Covering Up”

Sections Ratified. 
The sections of the report which were 


ratified read as follows: 

“We find that the water supply, which is 
now derived in the most part from a well in 
close proximity to a branch or creek, into 
which branch or creek is emptied or drained 
the excrement and other matter from the 
tubercular hospital as well aa from the ne- 
gro male stockade, the negro female stock- 
ade and the white male stockade, is so 
contaminated as to render the same wholly 
unfit for drinking purposes, being neither 
filtered nor passed through a septic tank. 

“We find the farm totally without sew- 
erage, with exception of the reformatory 
and some 200 yards of the white stockade. 

“We find the white reformatory in 
erowded condition, containing eighty-nine 
inmates, the building being kept as clean 
as practicable, the bedding being insanitary, 
however. This building is wholly inadequate 
for the proper housing and sanitary care 
of the inmates, the eighty-nine boys room- 
ing in a building, the sleeping quarters of 
which are 29x50. In this apartment there 
are forty-nine single cots to accommodate 
an average of 100 boys. In the sick ward 
there are now twenty-one boys suffering 
from typhoid fever, all convailescing. This 
ward is entirely too small to be used as 
an infirmary 
for caring Yor the .sick. 

“There have been deaths here from 
typhoid fever caused,- as we believe, from 
the crowded condition of the reformatory 
and the causes heretofore set forth in this 
report.”’ 

Owing to the fact that some mem- 
bers of the joint committee felt it 
mecessary to absent themselves, the 
joint session was dissolved when the 
foregoing action had been taken, and 
the house committee then took action 
upon a bill to take from the trial judge 
the discretion of sending a male convict 
to the state farm, and leaving this dis- 
cretion to the prison commission. -It 
was recommended that this bill do pass.

The advocates of this bill, a compan- 
ion to which will’ be urged in the 
house by Representative Beazley, of 
Taliaferro, are acting in accordance 
with suggestions made in resolutions 


' passed by the United Daughters of the 


Confederacy and by the Alex Stephens 
chapter of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy. Senator Holden and Mr. 
Beazley say that the only condition 
of the gift is that a branch college of 
the state university be established 
there. . 

“It will cost the state nothing to 
do this,"" says Senator Holden, “as there 
are applicants for admission to the 
normal schools who have“to be turned 
away for lack of room. It will cost no 
more to erect buildings on Liberty Hall 
Srounds to accommodate these appli- 
cants than it will to erect the neces- 
sary buildings at the normal schools. 
Besides twelve acres of land with a 
magnificent monument to Mr. Stephens 
thereon, there is Liberty Hall, a two- 
story building, included in the gift.” 

Purpose of Bill. 

In a statement issued to The Con- 
stitution Friday, Senator Holden and 
Representative Beazley explained the 
proposition as follows: 


“At the last state convention of the- 


Daughters of the Confederacy a vreso- 
lution was unanimously adopted ask- 
ing the state to accept this property 
and establish a,.school there. . 

“This property ought, by all means, 
to belong to the state, as it is the 
most historic spot in Georg'a, if not in 
the south. Governments have at all 
times bought places having historic in- 
terest about them and,Georgia should 
own Liberty Hall, espécially "when it 
is offered to them as a gift. 

“Governor Harris, in his inaugural 
address, made the following statement: 

“*The Georgia Normal and Indus- 
trial ‘school at. Milledgeville. foilow- 
ing on the plan of the Technological 
school, opened for girls in the year 
1895. Nearly 2,000 girls bave gradu- 
ated from its halls since that time and 
since the year 1897 it has denled admis- 
sion to about 4,000 girls for lack of 
room to take them in.’ 

“The bill carries with it no appro- 
priation and if passed the state will 


not have to open the school or erect 
any buildings there until it decides 
to provide for the accommodation of 
those desiring to attend branch col- 
leges of the gs teas | that cannot be 
accommodated because of the lack of 
capacity to do so. 
Prep School For Boys. 

“The state ought, in the course of 
time, if not now, to operate a school 
for boys to prepare them for college. 

“A school of this kind ought to ex- 
ist somewhere where no charge for tu- 
ition is made.

Stephens was removed and buried by 
the side of his brother, Governor 
Stephens, on Liberty Hall. grounds.” 

In Memory of Stephens. 

Alexander H. Stephens, in whose 
memory this branch of the state univer- 
sity would beestablishedif the Holden 
bill is passed, was born February 11, 
1812; was a member of the Georgia 
senate in 1842, and a member of the 
United States house of representatives 
from 1843 to 1859. He was vice presi- 
dent of the Confederate States during 
the war; a United States senator-elect 
from Georgia in 1866, and a member 
of the United States house from 1873 
to 1882. He was governor of Georgia 
in 1882. Stephens died in Atlanta, Sun- 
day morning, March 4, 18838. 

Alexander Stephens has become fa- 
mous throughout the civilized world for 
his policies and rugged honesty.

FOR MILE BROKEN 
BY NORMAN TABER 


Cambridge, Mass., July 16.—The 
fastest recorded mile ever run by man 
was the athletic feat of Norman 5S. 
Taber, formerly of Brown university, 
in the Harvard stadium today. His 
time was 4 minutes 12 3-5 seconds. Ta- 
ber was paced by three fast middle 
distance runners. The first quarter 
was made in 58 seconds, the second in 
67 seconds, the thi rd in 68 seconds and 
the fourth in 59 3-5. seconds.
